Flames started

o ’clock in big piles of kindling wood 
of the Rock Island Fuel company on 
the levee. 
The brisk breeze blowing 
carried the flames directly across the 
immense lumber yards of the Weyer­ 
hauser-Denkmann 
company. 
which 
soon were a seething mass of dames. 
The spread of the fire was so rapid 
that the workmen barely had time to 
leave the yard. 
The flames pushed 
their way into the adjoining residence 
district, closely settled with middle 
class homes, averaging in value a few 
thffusafid dollars each, from which the 
occupants only escaped 
with 
their 
lives aud th** clothing on their backs. 
Over 50 homes were thus 
burned, 
some of them tenements, resulting in 
IOO families being rendered homeless. 
Others deserted their homes in the 
threatened district. Vacant houses all 
over town were filled with furniture 
removed from the imperiled district. 
The fire was fought persistently by 
the fire departments of 
Davenport. 
Rock Island and Moline, Ills., the lat­ 
ter cities responding promptly to the 
appeal for aid from here. 
The Flames Under Control. 
Efforts to check the flames were un­ 
availing until they spread on the north 
to the spacious grounds of St. Kath­ 
erine's hall, a boarding school for 
young ladies, which was saved after 
the tower was burned off.

Interest Transacted. 


There is usually a great deal of in­ 
terest connected with the annual 
school meeting of District No. 1 of 
f’as* county aod the one held there 
n-ceutly was no exception of the gen­ 
eral rule. The meeting this year was 
held at Lyndell not far from Pillager 
and after it bad been called to order 
Attorney William N. 
Feltus, of 
Walker, was elected chairman. 
The» were three candidate* in the 
field for election to the position as 
member of the scaooi board and C. 
H. Williams was declared elected 
after the first ballot. J. A. Gil berg 
got 61, William H. Haltett 11 and C. 
H. William* Hi», of the 152 votes cast. 
The salaries of the teacher* for the 
ensuing year were fixed as follows: 
Third gradea to receive 130 per 
month; limited and conditional 2nd 
grades, $32 50; complete 2nd grades, 
$36 and 1st grades, $40 per month, 
except at Walker, where the salary 
«hail be$60 per month. 
The committee on finance recom­ 
mended that there be levied for the 
ensuing year for school purpose*, 
120,000; for the general fund, $9.000, 
and for building school 
houses, 
$6.500, 
As the law requires that the meet- j 
iug act on each item of the above j 
separately, it was moved, seconded . 
and carried that $20*000 be levied for 
teaches* salaries, and that $9,000 of 
this be levied for the general fund » 
and $6.500 for building school houses. 
The building committee reported 
and recommended 
that ten new 
school* be built, and on motion each 
prospective budding was acted on 
separately and carried. 
For the next annual meeting the 
names of Pillager and Olingers were 
proposed and on a division of the 
house It was decided that the meet­ 
ing shall lie held at Pillager aod the 
hour of meeting was set for 2 p. tn.

This la but ana of the problems of In- 
dust rial btolegy which stiff aw ait a so­ 
lution and which If rightly solved 
would vitally affect many of the great 
of the country.

In return for these farm products 
the people of the proposed route want 
cheaper lumber and coal than they 
are getting now, which they could 
easily have with the freight rate» the 
new line would charge. They would 
also get a large amount of heavy 
merchandise from here, and the in­ 
terchange of commerce would, in the 
expectations of the people interested, 
amount to a very large aggregate.
